There 
fore, change to less irritating. Use nothing on the skin that irritates. 
A “famous” patent medicine that I know of, does nothing more than 
‘relieve the itching—it never cures. Even that is fine—for the charlatan 
who sells the nostrum. 

If, unfortunately, your eczema is all over or universal, you should 
consult a nerve specialist as well. The cause may be found in a deep- 
seated nerve affection. Local medicines should be soothing in the highest 
degree.
